THR FINE ARTNM,

Thoe Cloae of the Academy Exhibition.

The forty-aixth annual exhibition of the Academy
Of Fine Arta closed on Saturday, and that it was a
fallare in overy respect the most carnost and dlsin-
terestod friends of the nstitution are foreod o admit
'The caunes of tho fallure are perfedtly clear to thote
who are williug to lsok at the matter without proja
dioe or partiality. We have pointed them out with
saMalent plainness in these columns, and we have
Inflicated what wa bhollove to b the only trite remedy
for the disabilities under which the Academy how
labora. 1n the present condition of the fine arts in
the United Stator, and with the rapld growth of
artistio  tastes and  perceptions, the Institation
will be only an jmpediment to Troal  ant
oduontion umlesa It s completely re-
organized, and ostablishoed, on A vory different hasis
from at present. An sloetion for oMeers will be held
to-day, and it 8 understood thut several changes
will be made, with a view of imparting new vigor to
the manageinent (n the future, This will certafnly
show a bealthy regard for public oplnlon, but we
cannot see any great benefita to result from the elecs
tion of & new a0l of oMcers unless other and more
radical changdés are Lo follow,

We are not disposed to fnd fanlt individaally with
any of the managers of tho Acadomy ; they are all
of them gentlemen who are entitled to the respect
and regard of the community, We have every ron-
#on to helieve that they one and all hooestlv and
sincerely thought that they were conducting sn
Academy of Fine Arts on the most approved prin-
ciples, and that they wore consequently entitled to
the confidence of the artists and the support of the
publie, This is & delnsion of the most serious ohars
acter, which it is & real  charity to dispel.  That the
Academy {8 only a school of art of the most primitive
description 18 patent to any one who will for a mo-
ment give the matter serfous reftection,  That such
6 school au It 18 desirable to have oan be bullt up in &
day no sensible person will be disposed to assert;
but with the great and growing necessities of the
case, every sinecre lover of art must be anxious to
#ee a commencement made at a8 early n dny as pos-
mible, We must cxpect under any clroumstances to
remaln without some of the advantages that are
obtalpable in Eorope, but we can and ought
to nave an art school that will enable our students to
obtain that sound, practical, and scientifie training
that can alone make them thorough artists. In this
way we can build up an American school of art
which will develop a satyleof its own and reoderour
artists, in 4 grest measare, independens of Buropean
influences. At present art stodents, afver pleking
up what knowledge of drawing and anatomy they
can in the class-rooms of the Academy, are left en-
sirely to thelr own regonrces; the best years of thelr
Mves are passed groping In the dark—experimenting
to find out the techoicalities that a competent in-
struotor could impart in the conrse of a single season.
Te be sure, an artist must be a student all his life,
but, to begin with, it {8 absolutely necessary for him,
if he {s to compete with Europeans, that he shall
have a thorough sclentific knowledge of drawing,
eomposition, light and shade, color, perspective,
anatomy, aud other technicalities which can only
be properly learned In & wellorganized school,

I8 I8 not necessury that onr Academy should be
modelled aftor any particnlar Enropean institution,
but it might combine the excellencesof all. We
know of no better plan than that adopted by our
principal colleges and universities—that 8, to have
an eminent professional man as President of the
institution, and all that pertains to the internal man-
agement Lo be under the control of a board of acn-
demicians, or 8 faculty of professors, selected for
their eminent fitness to give instroction in various
branches, while the control of the property and the
tinancial management would be in the hands of a
hourd of trustecs, It is true that these last would
not figure very prominently before the publie, but
they would have the satlafaction of Knowing that
they would be doing o good work in a proper and
commendable manoer,

It wounld bhe gratifying If the Academy of Fine
Arts wonld transform itself into such a school a8 we
have Indicated, but whoether it tokes up the work or
not, we have every reason to believe that such a
#chool will be established, If pecessary, apart from
the Academy.

New Piciures at Earles' Galleries,

Several new and attractive works have just been
placed on exhibition In Earled’ galleries, and one
superior ploture by a Phlladelphis artist has been
sold and removed, after being only a few days on
view. This was allne marine by Mr, Edward Moran,
and inits line It was one of the hest things that
artist has lately produced. The pleture represented
a grey morning on the seashore, with the waves roll-
ing up upon the sand, and nothing but o few gully to
break the solitnde and give It a living interest,
There was a t'ner feeling in the pletare than in many
of Mr. Moran's, and the color was very dellcate and
pure in tone,

This ploture was commenced, finlshed, put on
view, and sold since the opening of the Academy,
and that it went off Uke a “hot cake” 18 o somewhat
bitter commentary on the advantages of the Aca-
demy a8 a place for exhibition, especially as that ln-
stitution did not succeed in peling a single work
during the six weeks it was open to the public.
Indeed, some of our best painters have studiously
kept their best works ous of the Academy; they did
PO 7efuse point blank to exhibit, but for reasons besat
known to themselves—and as some of them scem to
be senditiv® on the subject, we do not propose to in-
quire nto the matter—they had nothing ready for
the Academy, although the Messra Earle and other
private individuals appear o have no dioulty in
presenting an attractive array of novelties

Mr. Moran's pioture has been succeeded by a re-
markably effective marine by Mr. W, T. Richards. It
represents the coast of the Desert lsland, with the
water stealing up out of the fog and dashing itself
into spray against the rocks. It 8 4 grey pleture
—and nothing isfiner than My, Richard's greys—and
it Is remarkable for the wonderful manner in which
the motion of the water @ rendered, In this one
quality Mr. Richards 18 certainly superior to any
living marine artist.

The slight tendeney to hardness in the water
fowing over the rocks in the foreground I8 probably
ncident to she artist's method, and, in consideration
of the singrinrly fine gqualities of his work ino other
respects, It B scarcely an wppreciable defeor. This
pleture I8 6 Jteral transoript from nature, bt it has

more genuine poetry and sentiment in it than a great

many others that claim attention solely by their

Lm.?lnuwequnnuel.and it Is well worthy of the

study of thote who are able to appreciate what really
art s,

In additior to this there are a couple of good ple-
tures by ML Thomas Hill, of Boston, whose **Yuse-
mite Yalley' was so much admired o few wecks
a These are “Mounts Adams and Clay,” New

ampshire, and “Russian River,” Californla.  The
clouds {n the first-named work are rather lumpy, and
there 18 o tendency to blackness in the trees of both
pletures, but otherwise they are auperior works,
which will snhance the reputatl i of an artist who is

rapldly cotling into favor.
